are slowly coming ‘o see that there is 
a wider view that all true paitriots 
are compelled to take, and the great 
issues which arise’ must: be settled 
with a proper regard ‘to the welfare of 
the nation rather tan the provinces. 

It has happened in. the order of 
events that Ontario and Quebec have 
led the other provinces both in popu- 
lation ‘and in iwealth; but the great 
west has a future before it which will 
mean that a time not far distant ‘the 
west «will reach a political importance 
equal to, and possibly surpassing, that 
of her oldef sisters. This will neces- 
sarily mean that Ontario and Quebec 
will rease to excerise the dominant 
control which they now possess in the 
parliament of the nation, yet we 
think that all of will rejoice in the 
piosperity and growth. of the west 
even if it cast the east somewhat into 
the shade. 

Our problems as a nation are not 
all easy of solution. We have divers

Canada’s mineral, forest, agricul- 
ural and fisheries industries are 
now valued at $2,420,000,000, or 
$252,000,000 higher than a year ago. 


British immigration ,during the 
nine months ended December, tot- 
alled 64,127, compared with 28,52! 
in the orrespon ing period of the 
previous year, an increase of 125 
per cent. Immigration from the 
United States was 17,282, compared 
with :18,982, a decrease of nine per 
cent. Total immigration for the 
nine-month period of 1923 was 124,- 
680, compared with 60,247 ‘in the 
same period in the previous year, 
an increase of 107 per cent. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway 
has received from rings, Willis, 
Faber & Company, 2,152.10 pounds 
sterling for distribution to the of- 
ficers and crew of the steamship 
“Empress of Australia” for saving 
their ship and for salvaging during 
the Japanese earthquake.
